The days are passed for spending all 
time and money in lodges that often 
provide only for sickness and a large 
funeral. 

As & race, we think too mnoh about 
dying and too little about living, 

Give me the useful life, one speut in 
the interest of humanity, in preference 
to the tear lodge word and a big pa- 
rade. 

Now, I would cast no reflection on 
lodges; but do not let that be our only 
aim in life, They give ns little to live 
on. Now, when I say live, I do not 
mean simply to exist, I mean a phys- 
ical, intellectual aud spiritual devel- 
opment, for without these we do not 
live, or only live on the animal plane. 

The great need today 1s a clearer un- 
derstanding of the word home, to be- 
gin with, for everything that is, starts 
first from some sort of a root or home, 

What we must learn is not to lay 
aside our domestic life and give our- 
elves wholly to what we feel is our 
calling, though that will do in some 
instances, but learn how properly to 
mango tbings, to make gur lives 
broader, If we would devote but one 
hour a day regularly to profitable em- 
ployment or study, we would be Sur- 
prised ina very short time at the 
recult. 

It is not lack of courage, but timid- 
ity, that has been our great hindrance, 
We have felt deeply the insults to our 
race, but sisters we have an ancestry 
to be proud of—an ancestry that 
puts to naught all claim of 
Anglo-Saxon enperiority, We can 
with pride point to Athanasius, Saint 
Angustine and King Solomon, These 
attained the highest standard of 
knowledge long before the Anglo-Sax- 
on race were civilized, I say civil- 
ized, but judging from the way our 
people are being lynched, and from 
the record of their erimes—erimes 
that would shock any heathen tribe in 
existence—the Anglo-Saxon is not yet 
civilized, 

We are not here to waste our time 
talking of such things, but to prepare 
ourselves for the mighty work before 
us, to be and to act.

On Sunday night of tho Sth inst., 
in the face of cold and rain, the streets 
leading to St. Paul's A. M. E. church 
of Danville, were thronged with per- 
ple of various denom nations who de- 
sired to witness the memorial services 
held in bonor of the distinguished 
dead and to weave from memories

«pect, The memory of the late bishop 
is shrined in the hearts of the people 
in Danville because of his wise and 
able sermons delivered at various 
times while visiting here, and particu - 
larly while engaged in the ceremonies 
incident to the laying of the corner 
stone of our church.

I do not agree with 
you on this point, for Liberia is a 
strong argument against your position. 
he has stood for years, composed 
only of a handful of half educated ex- 
slaves, yet her citizens have achieved 
wonders, and if today five hundred 
thousand - edneated Afro-Americans 
were here, such a republic would chal- 
leugs the world. Ahe bido „ million 
to come and wring untold wealth from 
her store houses of minerals and for- 
eats, Tho farmer is bidden aleo, for 
millions await him in tilling her soil, 
which almost produces spontaneonsly. 
Every tropical fruit and staple, for 
which markets are bidding, may be 
bad here, Many of her merchants 
may be classed among the leading 
merchants, and farmers also of our 
own, favored in wealth and enterprise. 
yet they are but cbildren, baving been 
here but « half century. The French 
treaty, of which you and others make 
such ado over, was settled according 
to international law, and at last a com- 
promise was effected. France held a 
prior olaim to much of the territory 
now owned by Liberia, yet in the set- 
tlement of the French claim she 


ceded Liberia much more terri- 
tory in the binder lands than 
she received along the coast, 


only securing to herself tho right 
to claim her old territory in case Li- 
beria at any time ceased to be an in- 
dependent nation.
